this wicked lin of dzunkenneſs, and pzap 
God give every one of you grace to have a 
care that we fall nat in'o this wicked Din; 
fo2 certaſnly it is one of the areateff lias of 
the Nation, Which crics out foy judgment

But truly gzd Pecpls 
J muſt needs tell you;this is not the way to 
bzing pou into the wapof ſalvation ; no, it 
will build a frong wall of ſeparation be- 
twecn the Lozd and pon; thetefeze in the 
name of God have a care of it; foꝛ certain- 
ly the Kozd will have account given him at 
the latter dap: then it is not pour Silks 
and Batten, noz pour fine apparel that can 
do pon any good. No mp bꝛethzen, then pour

God as we habe, that ts always careful over 
us, and caring of us, to put us in mind of 
him; nay god people this calling is not all, 
but he makes us many a great pꝛomiſe, and 
all is to win our love to him, as yon map ſ& 
in Iſa. 51. 4. Hear ken to me my people, and 
give ear unto me, and I will make my judge- 
ments to reſt for a light of the people. Break 
forth in joy, fing together ye waſte places of 
Jeruſalem ; for the Lord hath comforted his 
people he hath redeemed Jeruſalem, Iſa. 5 2.9, 
Iwill declare thy righteouſneſs and thy works: 
for they ſhall not profit thee when thou crieſt: 
Let thy companions deliver thee, but the wind 
ſhall carry them all away, vanity flall take 
them, but he that putteth his truſt in me, ſhall 
poſſeſs the Land, & ſhall inherit my holyMoun- 
rain, Iſa, 57-12, 13. Yere we may ſ& what 
a love the Lo2d hath ts us, if we would but 
{ove him: But alas, how ſhould we love 
him which we did never ſee, & cannot love 
our pw2 W2ethzen which is dailp with us? 
We have many days of faſting, many days 
of humiliation, which is very god 5 J but 
how do we faſt: to bꝛæd diſſention with our 
Neigbbours and foz an outward ſhew, and 
inwardly inventing ſtrife and debate, as 
the P2ophet /ſaiah ſapes in Chap. 48. and 
about the 14. verſe, 1 
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Behold, ye faſt for ſtrife and debate, and 
to fight with the fiſt of wickeeneſs. And J pꝛay 
God that there be not a great many of us 
that do uſe to faſt after this manner: fo2 J 
am afraid there are to maup now adays- 
that make a great ſhew of going to Church 
to faſt and pꝛap, and pet bꝛing but an evil 
beart back again; foz either they have ſome 
grudge to ſome neighbour , 02 one evil 
thought 02 other ; foz ik nothing elſe canker 
their hearts, they will have a grudge to- 
wards the poꝛ, and the po ſhould be the 
thief of their faſt, es you map ind in /ſaiak 
56.7 fo: the j339phet challengeth the people 
about their fat, becauſe he ſaw it was 
wicked, fo2 ſays he, It is ſuch a faſt which! 
have choſen, a bowing down his head like a 
bul-: uſh, and to ſpread ſackcloth and aſhes ans 
der him ; wilt thou call rhis a faft, and an ac- 
ceptable day unto the Lo d? is not this the faſt 
that / have choſen to looſe the hands of wick- 
edneſe, to undoe the heavy burdens, and to ler 
tie oppreſſed go free and that you break eve y 
yoak? is it not to deal thy bread to the hungry, 
and that thou bring the poor that ere caſt out 
to th ne louſe: wien thou ſeeſt the naked that 
th51 cove: them ; and thar thou hideft not thy 
ſelf fron tin: own ſelf; Indeed awd people 
ron map ſe gere this is the feaſth we —— 
mare, 
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make ik we Gould faſt to pleaſe God, then 
we muſt feed the hungry, cloath the naked, 
and ſeek to comfozt the afflicted:but indeed 


J am afraid that here is but a few here that 


can ſay with a ſafe conſcience, that they 
do make ſuch a faff as this: But indeed my 
bzethzen all that I can ſap unto it, is this, A 
p2ay God give every one of us grace to fear 
bim, and to love the poꝛ and nedy, and ſe&k 
to relieve them, as the Lo2d hath enabled 
us: koꝛ as Solomon ſaith, Prov. 14. 20, 21. The 
poor is bated even of his own neighbour , but 
the rich hath many friends: He that deſpiſech 
his neighbour ſinneth, but he that hath mercy 
on the poor happy is he: And happy is he that 
can keep theſe Commandments; foz he that 
will ffrive ta keep theſe commandments,the 
L 02d will k&ephim,foz juſt as we kp Gods 
Commandments, ſo will the Loꝛd keep us: 
therekoze as Moſes ſaid to the people, Deut. 
11.26, 27,28. ſo ſap J unto you that be here 
p2eſent, Behold 7 have ſet before you this day a 
bleſſiag and a curſe : a bleſſing if yon obey the 
Commandment of the Lord your God which I 
command you this day. Bere pou map ſee the 
danger that belongs to us if we keep not his 
Commandments, J and th: bleſing that be- 
longs to all ſuch as doth keep them: And I 
pꝛay God give us all grace to choſe the god 
and 
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and fozſake the evil. Theſe commandments 
the Lord aive everptruc Chꝛiſtian grace to 
keep th m, andſek to refrain thoſe wicatd 
ſins which here have named, concerning 
D2ankenneſs and ÞP2tde. 

And thtrdly, J defire pon to have a care 
of that wicked ſin of Pride: fo} certainly 
it is a ſin that the w 02d is ſozely diſpleaſed 
at, as you may p*ruſe by that place ok Scrt- 
pture, in Iſaiah 28 1. intheſe wazds, Woe 
to the Crown of Pride, Nap, there is many 
moe places in Scripture that gives us 
warning enonqh of theſe fins : and as the 
Apoſtle Pau! ſaid to the Philippians,fo 7 ſay 
to vo, Finally B ethren, whatſoever thin 55s are 
t ue wharſo-ver thinge are ovelſt, whatſoever 
thus a e jult whatſoever things are P ire, 
whatſo-ver things are lovely; whatſoever 
th ung a-cof geo report, if there be any ver- 
ene, and if there be any p a ſe th ik on thee 
things, Þh'l, 4. 8, That yo might wa k wors 
thr of the Lord unto all wel!-plea' ng, being 
fruit ul un o eve y good wok, increafing in 
the knowle ge of God, ſtreugthned with all 
might, acco ding to his glorious power urito all 
pat ence and long- ſuffering with joyfulneſs, 
Tolok. 1. 10,12. vet your affections on things 
above and not upon the things of the earth; for 
ve are dead, and your life is hid with Chriſt, 
Coloſ. 3.2 2. B 
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Be loved, here pou map ſe the perfect way 
to find Chziſt: fo2 if you would go to him, 
vou muſt ſet pour affections on things abeve, 
and not cn things below: fo things on þ earth 
are but dtad, and of no value: no, no. it is the 
th nas above that wc muſt ſet our ff ions 
on: ik we mean to have Life Eternal, it is 
Cbꝛiſt our Loꝛd and Daviour that ſits upon 
the Tbꝛone that we muſt ſet our affections 
on if ever we mean to have peace with bur 
in glo2}: then as Paul ſaid to the Coloſſians, 
Pur on there ore as ihe ele of God holy, and 
beloved,bowels of mercy k'ndreſs, humble: eſs 
of mind meekneſs, long-ſuflering, fo: bear ing 
one another, and forgiv ng one another if any 
man bath a quarrel agaiuiſt any, even a« Chritt 
fo. cave you, ſo alſo do ye and above ali things 
p. t on charity. which is the bond of perfelinel, 
Cool. 3. 12 13,14. and as the Apeſtle ſays 
here, we ought to fo;bear onc onother: and 
if any man wong us, as Chiilt fo gave 
ſinners, ſo wc ought to foꝛg ive one another. 
But alas my Bzethzen, it is not ſo with 
us now adaps: nowif any w2ong one a- 
nother , there is no fozatbeneſs with a 
great many, but ſtraight to Law, czclſe 
ſtek to do 3 ill turns fo2 one, by one means 
oz cth-r: fo? if a po2 man do anp wꝛong ta 


a tich man, then ſtraight he gon to Law:

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and if a rich man do any W2ong to a pooz 
man, then he will ſtrive to do tim one ill 
turn os other; 4 but this is againſt Gods 
commandment, as pon map ſi bp this place 
of Scripture, foꝛ God cammands us to love 
one another, and fo2give one another, and ſo 
we muſt do, if we lok that Ch2iff ſhould 
fozgive us, as you may find, verf. 14. Above 
all things we should put on charity : and that 
is a woꝛk whith is but alittle uſed now a- 
daps, and alas that is fo: want of love;foz if 
we didlove one another, then charity would 
be uſed a great deal moze then it is, & cer- 
fainly we muſt ſtrive to put on both theſe 
garments,if we do deffre to be one of Gods 
perfkec ſervants. For charity is the bond of 
perfection, Col. 3. 14. Foz it is land ed by 
the woꝛd of God and p2aper: if thou yut thy 
b:ethzen in remembzance of theſe things, 
thou ſhalt be a god miniſter of Jeſus Chꝛiſt 
noutiſhe d up in the woꝛks of god Doct2ine, 
whereunto thou haſt attained, 1 Tim. 4.5, 6. 
I any man teach other ways, and conſent not 
to the wholeſome words, even the words of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and to the Doctrine which is 
according to god ſineſs, he is proud and know- 
ing nothing, doting about queſtions and ſtrifes 
af words, whereof cometh envy, ſtrife, railings, 
evil ſurmiſings, peryerfe diſputings of men of 
| cor- 
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corrupt minds, and Je the truth, ſup⸗ 

poling that gain is goodneſs, from ſuch with- 
draw thy ſelf, 1 Tim. 5. 3, 4,5 · O that ever one 
of us would but ſtt ive ts withdzaw from 
Cach people, and ſttide to ſet our hearts and 
minds upon the true knowledge of God: 
meditate upon theſe things, give thy ſelf 
wholly to them, that the p2ofit may appear 
to all, 1 Tim. 4. 15. O that every one of you 
would but have a ſtrong confidence in the 


Lord, & carry a patient mind, ſo may we come 


to receive our reward. eb. 10.3 5, 36. Caſt not 

away therefore your confidence, which hath 

great recompence of reward; for ye have need 

of patience, that after ye have done the Will of 
God, ye may receive the promiſe. Let your 

converſation be without covetouſneſs, and be 
content with ſuch things as you have; for he 
hath ſaid, / will never leave thee nor forſake 
thee: ſo that w map boldly ſap, The Lordis 
my helper, I will not fear what man can do 
unto me, Me b. 13.1, 6. O that every po ſoul 
bad but ſo much confidence in the Ted, as 
to ſay that be is contented without coves 
touſneſs, and that he is well content with

bappy is be, fo2 the Lozd hath pzomiſed he

But if there come into ye ur Aſſembly 
a man with a gold Ring in good Garment, and 
there come n alſo a peor man in vile raiment, 
and you have reſpect to him bat hath the gay

thoughts? Wrarkcn mo bꝛethz n, Hath not 
God choſen the poor of th's world rich in faith,
